Van Buren Township voters turned down 
a 6.5-mill proposal for Public Safety in 
Tuesday’s general election. 

The vote was 1,940 no to 1,543 yes. 

While most of the precincts supported 
the higher tax, the 1,248 no votes cast by 
absentee voters sealed the defeat. 

School Sinking Fund 

Van Buren Public School district voters 
narrowly approved the .5-mill Sinking 
Fund millage for school repairs on a 2,857 
— 2,680 vote. 

In the city of Belleville, the School Sinking 
fund totals were 314 yes and 287 no. 

In Sumpter, the votes were 145 yes and 
212 no. In Van Buren Township, the Sinking 
Fund tally was 1,761 yes and 1,594 no. 

In Canton the Sinking Fund votes were 
390 yes and 305 no. In the two Ypsilanti 
Township precincts within the district, the 
total tallies were 176 yes and 113 no. 

City of Belleville 
City of Belleville voters kept their present 
council intact by re-electing Kerreen 
Conley as Mayor and Tom Smith and Jack 
Loria as council members. 

Total votes for mayor were: 

e Kerreen Conley, incumbent, 327 

e Phillip Miller, 241 

e Write-in Robert Balderston, 10 

e Write-in Carol Sundell, 6 

Total council votes were: 

¢ Tom Smith, incumbent, 357

These are all unofficial results until 
certified at the Wayne County level. 

Voter turnout in Ypsilanti Township was 
6.71%. 

In Sumpter Towmship with 7,111 
registered voters, and 597 casting ballots, 
turnout was 8.4%.

City Council to consider $10 million 
project to upgrade city streets

The Belleville City Council will take the 
next four months or so to consider a $10 
million project to upgrade all the streets in 
the city to stop the deterioration. 

At Monday’s meeting of the city council, 
DPW Director Keith Tackett presented the 
Pavement and Surface Report on every 
street in the city which rated each street 
from 10 (worst) to 1 (almost new). 

He presented three- and five-year plans 
and noted, “Either way, you’re looking at 
$10 million.” 

Tackett said the city’s portion is about 
half of Greylock by Edgemont School at a 
cost of about $100,000 to upgrade. The rest 
of the street is owned by Wayne County. 
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The asphalt streets are proposed to be 
upgraded by the mill-and-fill process 
and the concrete streets by overlay or 
sectioning. 

When asked about Main Street, Tackett 
said that street will have joint and crack 
filling every three to five years, as needed. 

Tackett said concrete prices are so 
unstable there is a prediction of a 10-15% 
increase in concrete prices in 2016. 

Tackett said both the three-year and five- 
year lists are laid out from top priority on 
down. 

Tackett said sewer work started in the city 
this week by a Canadian firm and they will 
be gone by Christmas. The other work that 
needs to be done under the streets will be 
evaluated on a case-by-case basis, he said. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said Ryan 
Kern of Hennessey Engineers will be at the 
next meeting, Nov. 16, to discuss “how we 
are going to pay for this.” 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the council

Sumpter Board helps celebrate the late Foster E. Sherwood

The life of the late World War II veteran 
Foster E. Sherwood of Sumpter Township 
was celebrated at the Oct. 27 meeting of 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees. 

Leroy Paige of Sumpter Township, the 
state director of the Michigan chapter of 
Honor and Remember, presented a special 
flag to Mary Sherwood in honor of her 
brother-in-law’s life. 

Just before Memorial Day this year, Paige 
was present to lead the township board in 
honoring the 51 names on the Veterans’ 
Memorial in Horizon Park in Belleville. 

He said the board went above and 
beyond what he hoped and every name on 
the memorial was read at the meeting. 

After that meeting, Mary Sherwood said 
there is a name that should be added to the 
memorial, although he didn’t die in battle. 

Paige got more information on Foster 
E. Sherwood and at the Oct. 27 meeting 
he surprised Mary Sherwood with the 
celebration of Forest Sherwood, the family 
hero. Mary dissolved in tears as members 
of her family came out from where they had 
been hiding to join her in the celebration. 

Paige said Foster E. Sherwood joined 
the Army Air Corps in 1942 and was a 
navigator in 37 successful bombing runs 
over Germany. On the 38" run the plane 
was shot down and the crew was detained 
by the Russian military until they could fly 
the plane back to England. 

He married and was reinstated in the 
military in 1951 for the Korean War. He 
served in Texas, Colorado, California, 
Maine, and Louisiana. 

On. Oct. 25 1956, during a routine 
takeoff, the plane he was piloting exploded 
and Captain Sherwood was killed instantly. 
He earned many awards, including the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. 

Paige noted the story emphasizes that 
“the cost of freedom is not free.” 

Paige said when Mary Sherwood went 
on a month-long vacation to tour the 
West with her brother, it put a crimp in 
their plans for the celebration. It had been 
planned for September. Mary said she was 
so tired from the trip that she almost didn’t 
attend the Oct. 27 meeting. But, she said, 
she hadn’t attended a Sumpter meeting for 
a month, so she thought she’d better go. 

In other business at the Oct. 27 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved Eric Christman & Sons to 
repair the entrance steps and ramp at the 
police station for $15,000; 

e Approved Gabe Akans, Jamie Krushlin, 
Ron Barnette, Dan Montecinos, Chris 
Walter-Hamm to attend Firefighter 1 and 2 
training at a cost of $3,250; 

e Approved free use of the Community 
Center Gym for a fund raiser for Russell 


LaPalme on Nov. 21; 

e Approved free use of the Community 
Center Gym for a Nov. 6 and 7 craft show 
for the Sumpter Seniors to benefit their 
Christmas party; 

e Heard Trustee Don Swinson report that 
Parks & Recreation’s last turkey shoot was 
held and they shot 128 rounds over the four 
sessions. Kevin Rochon won Cabela’s gift 
card this year. Supervisor John Morgan 
marvelled at all the work the volunteers 
in Parks & Rec have done and applauded 
their efforts for the community; 

e Heard Trustee Matthew Oddy give 
a report on the work of the planning 
commission and the Board of Zoning 
Appeals; and 

e Gave Trustee Swinson the requested 
permission to put together a committee 
to discuss using solar power for the 
Community Center and police department. 
Supervisor Morgan has appointed Trustee 
Oddy, Police Captain Eric Luke, Senior 
Director Mary Ann Watson to work with 
Swinson on the project. “All I’m trying 
to do is save the township some money,” 
Swinson said. 

After the meeting, Supervisor Morgan 
told the Independent that the township has 
40 days to appoint a trustee to replace the 
late Trustee Hamm or the state will do it.

Trustee Peggy Morgan criticizes 
actions of Clerk Clarence Hoffman 


During the Oct. 27 meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
meeting, Trustee Peggy Morgan read a 
statement she wrote complaining about 
Clerk Clarence Hoffman. 

She said Clerk Hoffman kept the township 
hall open during Bill Hamm’s funeral on 
Oct. 19. Supervisor Morgan had ordered 
the hall closed so all the employees could 
attend the funeral. 

She also complained about Clerk 
Hoffman putting the American flag at full 
staff the day after the funeral although she 
said it should have been at half-staff for 
Fire Fighter Hamm for 30 days. 

Trustee Morgan said last summer the flag 
was at half staff for a fire fighter for 30 
days without a problem. 

She said Johnny Vawters resigned as 
supervisor in 2014 and Hoffman felt he 
should have been supervisor and has been 
disrespectful of Supervisor Morgan. 

“He’s disappointed he’s not supervisor,” 
Trustee Morgan said. 

She said Hoffman should “start following 
orders given by the supervisor.” She said 
this makes the township look unorganized. 

Trustee Morgan asked attorney Rob 


Young if there was any liability to be open 
after being ordered closed? 

Young said township hours are set by the 
township board and can be changed by the 
supervisor for situations like this. 

“If the township offices are closed then 
the township offices are closed,” Young 
said, adding Hoffman didn’t have to go to 
the funeral and could be in his office. 

“As far as official business is concerned it 
is closed to the public,” Young said. 

In terms of safety, Young said the funeral 
was well-attended by officials, employees, 
fire department and police department. 

“The focus was on the funeral and wasn’t 
on security,’ Young said, adding other 
communities cover police and fire at times 
like this. 

He said it’s the supervisor’s decision 
when the township is open for business, 
when it is open to the public. He said 
there is concern for unsecured locations, 
particularly the treasurer’s office. 

Supervisor John Morgan said this was 
an isolated incident and “for the most part 
we work out our differences. I don’t think 
we should let this divide us ... We should

He said 
he thought the flag should be raised the 
next day and now he hears it’s supposed to 
be down for 30 days. 

Hoffman said Trustee Peggy Morgan 
should have come to his office to discuss 
it if she had a problem with him instead 
of writing a letter and “grandstanding at a 
board meeting.” 

He said there is always nit-picking and if 
she had a problem she should have come 
to him. 

“I don’t think this is lady-like,” Hoffman 
said to Trustee Morgan.

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Belleville DDA decides to get more outside sculptures next year

At its joint meeting with the city council 
on Oct. 21, the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority voted to continue 
its outdoor sculpture program next 
summer. 

The program through the Midwest 
Sculpture Initiative has gone up in cost 
because the six minimum sculptures 
offered for lease for a year has gone up to 
eight. The $500 initial fee to be a part of 
next year’s program is due by the first of 
November. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson said 
the DDA asked if former supporters would 
continue and half were willing. She said 
the Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
agreed to increase its financial support. 

Thompson said that Belleville Mayor 
Kerreen Conley has received a pledge of 
$1,000 from a city resident. 

Also, the Van Buren Township DDA 
said it could do one or two sculptures on 
Belleville Road as part of its program. 
Thompson said Belleville could then have 
its sculpture walk for all seven or eight 
sculptures. 

“If I was emotional, I’d cry,” said DDA 
treasurer Sabrian Richardson-Williams. 
“Tm overwhelmed that a regular resident 
would want to donate $1,000 ... and then 
the partnerships.” 

The cost for next year’s sculpture project 
is estimated at $12,000-$13,000. 

Thompson said she also is in the process 
of filling out the application for the Detroit 
Institute of Arts’ free Inside Out project that 
the city had in the past, so Belleville could 
have those outdoor paintings in place, too, 
next summer. 

In other business at the joint meeting, 
the group: 

e Discussed the DDA’s planned use of 
Tax Increment Financing funds through 
2035. DDA chairperson Rosemary Loria 
said Belleville can’t sit back and wait for 
people to come to it, and needs marketing. 
DDA member Gary Snarski said Belleville 
needs to look at what Van Buren Township 
has done in the last 10 years. “They used 
to call us their downtown. They no longer 
do that,” he said. Loria said she would like

parks to be cleaned up and beautified, but 
marketing and development are going to 
be the priorities. Thompson said the draft 
plan for DDA TIF use will be brought to 
the DDA in November for discussion and 
then sent on the city council; 

e Heard Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education Trustee Allison Bennett give a 
pitch for the .5 mill Sinking Fund question 
on the Nov. 3 election ballot; 

e Heard Loria say the canoe/kayak launch 
needs to be winterized. The metal parts will 
have to be taken out and stored at the DPW 
yard for the winter. They plan to have the 
professional who installed the launch do 
the work, but they have yet to get a price; 

e Heard Snarski say the DDA and council 
needed more joint meetings like this to 
discuss the city, possibly twice a year rather 
than once a year. “What most want is more 
development in this town,” he said; and 

e Heard Mayoral candidate Phil Miller 
say Belleville is technically a “food desert” 
since there are no grocery stores within a 
mile of most residences. “We have to focus 
on getting a grocer in here,” he said, noting 
everyone sees people walking to Belleville 
Road to get groceries. He said 4,000 


was turned down by residents, referring to 
the Kroger project.

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VBT Planners jump a step to facilitate plans for Atchinson Ford

The usual procedure is to wait at least two 
weeks after a preliminary site plan approval 
for a final site plan approval for the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission. 

But at the Oct. 28 planning commission 
meeting, commissioners unanimously 
approved jumping right to final site plan 
for Craig Atchinson who said he was under 
pressure from the Ford Motor Company 
to get his new car sales building at 9800 
Belleville Road upgraded. 

Sally Hodges, the commission’s planning 
consultant, had recommended preliminary 
site plan approval, after some details were 
attended to in Atchinson’s plans. 

Architect Wayde Hoppe, who lives in Van 
Buren Township, presented the plans for the 
building. 

He told the commission that in March 2014, 
they began to bring in the Ford Land plans

for a proposed addition that would make the 
new car area 50% bigger. But that would 
trigger the Wayne County requirement for 
storm water management on site. 

Atchinson would have to put in an 
underground basin, which would be costly, 
or a large pond. They needed that area for 
parking cars. Ford wants all its buildings to 
look alike, Hoppe said. 

Atchinson decided to wait for the VBT 
Downtown Development Authority’s 
proposed regional pond and they waited 
about a year. Hoppe said with the change in 
administration at Wayne County the regional 
pond is on hold. 

The agreement with Ford will expire if 
something isn’t done immediately, Hoppe 
said. The decision was made to scale back 
the size of the addition so the pond is no 
longer a requirement. 

He said he and Ford Motor began a long 
journey on design on how to get the Ford 
look on the building and still get what the 
township wants. 

Hoppe said Ford wanted all existing brick 
covered with corrugated metal painted dark 
grey, but he pushed for natural stone and 
they agreed on a thin sandstone or limestone 
bonded to aluminum backing and hung on 
the side of the building. 

They will be taking the brick off the face 
of the south side and replacing it with a new 
brick that will blend in but is not exactly the 
same brick. 

“We’re not putting on an addition, just a 
new look on the building,” Hoppe said.

Hodges pushed for Atchinson to work with 
the condo area to the west of the property to 
have trees or shrubs put in on the residential 
side, since Atchinson’s blacktop goes right 
up to the property line. She said since it 
adjoins the residential area it should be 
buffered. 

Hoppe said 34 trees have already been 
planted along the property line with 10 
fairly mature. He said the condos have their 
retention pond there. 

He said Atchinson has a problem with 
vandalism and people hide along the fence 
and then go through the car wash or the 
shopping center to vandalize cars. 

“We don’t want to make it difficult,” said 
Treasurer Sharry Budd. “I’m good with 
letting it just wait.” 

Hodges said they haven’t had new plans 
to review. 

Hoppe said Ford is pushing for action and 
they are already a year past due. Ford wants 
an assured date of completion by next fall. 
Construction can begin in November. 

“They are pushing me,” Atchinson said. “It 
was supposed to be done by now and they 
are done extending me. I signed a letter of 
intent.” 

VBT Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Ron Akers said engineer Dave 
Nummer from Wade Trim said there were 
no engineering problems. 

Akers also said the zoning ordinance would 
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allow the commission to give final site plan 
approval immediately. 

Commissioner Don Boynton made the 
motion to grant final site plan approval with 
conditions outlined by Hodges, as well as 
eliminating the requirement for residential 
buffering and other items. The motion was 
seconded by Commissioner Bryon Kelley 
and passed unanimously by the commission. 
Commissioners Bob McKenna and Joan 
Franzoi were absent. 

Dealership owner Atchinson, architect 
Hoppe, and contractor Harlan Davenport 
left the meeting wearing big smiles. 

In other business at the Oct. 28 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Approved the meeting schedule for 
2016; 

e Approved minor revisions to the 
commission’s by laws; and 

e Was informed by Akers that he 
administratively approved two businesses: 
T-Rex Arms, 44800 I-94 North Service 
Drive, an indoor shooting range using an 
existing building, and Purewater Properties, 
12300 Haggerty Road. This is a warehouse 
use where a vacant industrial building has 
been purchased and the new owner is using it 
to store equipment from his offsite business. 
All storage is indoors and the applicant is 
working to fix the property up and bring it to 
current zoning ordinance standards.

Court Watching: 
Michael Miskell bound 


over on charges of 
criminal sexual conduct

Michael James Miskell, 43, was bound 
over on a charge of criminal sexual conduct 
— third degree (force or coersion) after a 
preliminary exam before 34" District Court 
Judge Tina Brooks Green on Oct. 28. 

He is scheduled to be arraigned on the 
information at 9 a.m. Nov. 4 at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit. 

He is lodged in the Wayne County Jail on 
$10,000/10% bond. His retained attorney 
is Michael Legris. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Mwanaisha A. Sims called just one witness, 
the alleged victim. The woman is now 18 
years old, but was 16 at the time of the 
incident on Oct. 28, 2013, three years to 
the day of the court session. 

The woman said she and Miskell were 
living in a mobil home with his girlfriend, 
who was her father’s ex-wife. The home 
was in the 6000 block of Roger Ave. in Van 
Buren Township. 

She said she had given Miskell her 
cell phone to use and she went into the 
bathroom to take a shower at about 4 p.m. 
She said the bathroom did not have a lock 
on the door. 

She said she came out of the shower with 
a small towel around her that barely came 
to her waist, when Miskell came into the 
bathroom to return her cell phone. 

She testified that he walked over to her, 
commented on her vaginal area (“pretty”) 
and then touched her clitoris with his 
finger. 

She said she started gettting dressed and 
left the mobil home. She immediately let 
the owner of the mobil home know what 
happened and then called police. 

When the witness was cross-examined 
by attorney Legris, the woman said, “I 
was kinda weird about the comment, so I

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got dressed and left the house. I didn’t say 
anything. I was in shock.” 

The attorney pointed out in the “Kids 
Talk” comments he reviewed, she said he 
“never touched my stuff.” 

Legris said third-degree CSC requires 
penetration and force and coersion. He 
said it was only physical touching and no 
touching below the clitoris or penetration. 
He said there has to be more force, a threat 
or physical force. 

Prosecutor Sims said under the law no 
matter how light, touching the clitoris is 
penetration. Also, the element of surprise 
when he suddenly walked into the 
bathroom can be construed as threat or 
physical force.
